In this one valume Sandburg 
put much of the poetic narrative 
and warm descriptive writing 
which filled his six earlier books 
on the tall, gaunt man who is in 
s0.many hearts. 

There was yet another. 

Jim Bishop has produced a 
volume, exciting as a mystery 
story, which is called.‘‘The Day 
Lincoln Was Shot.’’ There is 
portrayed, with mounting sus- 
pense, everything that happen- 
ed to all those involved on the 
fateful day . .. the conspira- 
tors, the Cabinet members, the 
President, his wife, children, 
friends . . . all of them. 

The dapper /egocentric John 
Wilkes Booth is here in his 
every move on that day. As 
night. falls and he mounts his ” 
horse to ride to Ford’s Theater 
the tension mounts tremendous- 
ly to the tragic, murderous 
climax when he fired the bullet 
into the brain of the tired man 
who sat there in an old rock- 
ing chair, watching a good play. 


Step by Step 


It reveals, step by step like 
a court report of a trial, the 
incredible laxity, the criminally 
sorerere care of the President’s 
fe. 

On that grim day the Pres- 
ident came out of his room at 
7 a.tn. 

Then comes the first shock to 
the reader. 

The White House, between ‘his 
bedroom and the office, daily 
was lined with men—some of 
whom had slept there all nigit 
—who begged special favors of 
him as he passed—clutching at 
him, calling to him. At times he 
had to pull himself loose from 
them. They were known as ‘‘the 
vultures.’”” Turned down by the 
agencies dealing with their 
wants, they sought out the Pres- 
ident, knowing his soft heart. 
Many of them cursed him as he 
passed on, refusing them. 

On the other side of town, 
that morning, John Wilkes Booth 
got out of bed in the National 
Hotel.

Anna 
kept a picture of Booth hidden 
in her room. The conspirators 
met in the Surrat house. 


Fated Day 


Hour by hour that solemn, 
fated day marched along toward 
the destined end... at 9 o’clock 
Booth came out of a barber 
shop, shaved and powdered... 
in the War department U. S. 
Grant, who had arrived the day 
before, was hard at work re- 
ducing the Army’s numbers. 

At 10 o’clock a message from 
the White House arrived at 
Ford’s Theater saying the Lin- 
colns would accept the invita- 
tion to attend and would bring 
Gen. and Mrs. U. S. Grant. 

Lincoln had not wanted to go, 
but Mrs. Lincoln did. She had 
her way. To cross her was to 
send her into tantrums. Gen. 
Grant did not want to go. Mrs. | 
Grant, who had once seen Mrs. 
Lincoln go into a tantrum, 
strongly opposed. (The Grants 
later ‘“‘got out of it’’ by leaving 
the city .. . as planned.) 

So the day plods on until the 
hour when the guard at the 
theater box, with the broken 
locks, went to a nearby saloon 
for a drink. The officer was a 
chronic drunk, who had lived 
for a time in a bawdy house 
and was possessed of a bad rec- 
ord as a patrolman. (He did not 
reappear until the next morning.

“I'm feeling fine,’’ he reports for 
the first time in many months. 

Jerry, son of Mr. and Mrs. Ed- 
ward Johnson of Sargent in Coweta 
County, underwent surgery at St. 
Joseph's Infirmary about two 
weeks ago. Surgeons removed the 
narrowed, diseased part of his 
main artery which had hindered 
blood flow to the lower part of his 
body. 


TERMED SUCCESSFUL 


The operation—known as coarc- 
tation of the aorta—was consid- 
ered very successful by doctors. 
And Jerry's. mother said it was the 
answer to her prayers. 

Jerry’s heart operation was 
made possible by the 7-month-old 
Charles Giddings Heart Clinic at 
St. Joseph’s Infirmary which pro- 
vides free care for indigent pa- 
tients. | 

The clinic is one of 13 in the! 
state sponsored by the Georgia 
Heart Assn., now conducting its | 
annual fund drive. 

‘The clinic has been wonderful,”’ | 
Mrs.’ Johnson said. ‘‘My husband | 


works in a mill, and it would have 
taken us the rest of our lives to! 
pay for this operation.’ | 

Sixty-three heart patients have| 
been diagnosed and treated at the) 
clinic at St. Joseph’s since it op- 
ened last July 1. Since the heart 
clinic at Grady Hospital serves 
Fulton and DeKalb County pa- 
tients, the clinic at St. Joseph's 
serves patients from outside the 
two counties. 

Eighteen physicians — including 
three heart surgeons—are on the 
staff of the Giddings Clinic.

L. C. Smith, general manager of 
King Hardware Co., said that firm 
still keeps four or five sleds on 
hand—a throwback to the days 
when orders throughout winter 
months were fairly consistent. 

Even younger folks in Atlanta re- 
call days in the not-too-distant past 
when the city was occasionally 
buffeted by snowstorms of two to 
three days. And the former man- 
ager of one of Atlanta’s old hard- 
ware stores, now out of business, 
remembers one winter in the twen- 
ties when the snow remained so 
long they had to order sleds by 
express to fill the demand.

“NEVER FORGET” 


“One winter it snowed and sleet- 
ed so hard the schools were all 
closed and wires were down—I’ll 
never forget that one,’”’ said Dra- 
per. 

“That one’ was the winter of 
1905—the worst in Atlanta’s his- 
tory—when the average tempera- 
ture was only 38.8 degrees and a 
10-day sleet storm turned the city 
into one big icicle. At the end of 
the storm, which froze out schools 
and theaters and cut off power for 
days on end, The Atlanta Consti- 
tution humorously reported: 

‘The announcement that warmer 
weather is on the way will be wel- 
comed by everyone in Atlanta ex- 
cept the plumber, who, being the 
only man able to cope with a 
‘bursted’ water pipe, has been king 
of the cold snap.”’

Davison's Plan 
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Defense Week Is 
Time for Thinking 


Gen. Twining, chief of gtaff of the 
U.S. Air Force, said recently: “The best 
way to prevent war with Russia is to 
be able to win.” 

What we in this country must con- 
sider is what must be done to keep the 
nation so strong that no one will dare 
attack us. The greatest factor for peace 
under present conditions is to make cer- 
tain a potential aggressor knows that an 
attack on us would be unprofitable. 

We are living in a world divided into 
two camps, governed by two ideologies 
that for the moment are irreconcilable. 
The free world is threatened by a militant 
communism, highly organized, which has 
engulfed 800,000,000 of the earth’s people. 
lt is in peril from a growing military 
force, armed with nuclear weapons, with 
a@ goal of world conquest. 


In considering how we may keep the 
military, moral and economic strength to 
win this battle that we now call the cold 
war, the best minds and energies of all 
free people are needed. We must some- 
how prevent the Communists from wreck- 
ing our economic system by forcing us to 
spend more and more of our financial and 
productive resources on armaments. 


One way, of course, is to keep our 
Army, Navy and Air Force in a state of 
readiness and to maintain weapons su- 
periority. But that is not enough. We 
must have defense in depth, ready to go 
into action at a moment’s notice. That is 
where the reserve establishments come in. 


The period between Feb. 12 (Lincoln's 
birthday) and Feb. 22 (Washington’s 
birthday) has been set aside as National 
Defense Week. It is sponsored by the Re- 
serve Officers Association not only to call 
attention to the regular forces, but their 
component reserve units. Traditionally 
neglected and poorly supported, the 
reserves offer an opportunity to maintain 
strength at less cost than huge standing 
armies. But they must be organized and 
trained reserves, not just rosters of men 
on paper. 

During the period set aside for the 
purpose of calling attention to the nation’s 
defenses and the reserves’ role therein, 
every citizen should take stock of the na- 
tion’s strength, his obligation to help 
maintain that strength and his responsi- 
bilities in helping prevent the destruction 
of the free way of life. , 


There are really no exemptions in 
those responsibilities. Every citizen has a 
duty to perform. 

Let’s examine ourselves during Na- 
tional Defense Week and see if we are 
doing our part. In addition, let’s familiar- 
ize ourselves with the armed forces and 
the role of the reservist in the nation’s 
defense.

But 428 Georgia farmers nevertheless 
managed to produce 100 or more bushels 
of corn per acre in the face of the record- 
breaking dry weather. 


King of them all was Arvel Garrett 
of Towns County, who made 184 bushels 
on one acre by virtue of intensive culti- 
vation and fertilization. Mr. Garrett will 
be honor guest at a luncheon Feb. 5 
sponsored by the 100 Bushel Corn Club, 
on the agricultural campus of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia at Athens. At the same 
luneheon, 17 farmers who have made 100 
bushels of corn per acre for five years 
will be given gold keys. 

The 100 Bushel Corn Club was started 
in 1947 with the object of raising the 
generally poor state average in corn pro- 
duction. Only 24 farmers qualified as 
members the first year, but as the gospel 
of higher yields and lower costs was 
spread by county agents, more and more 
farmers began to qualify. 

This is an era of efficiency, in indus- 
try and on the farm. The best way to beat 
rising costs is by more efficient produc- 
tion, which in the farmer’s case means 
greater and greater yields per acre.

Weather Forecasting 


Is To Be Mechanized 


The ultimate in machines has been un- 
veiled. It predicts the weather, and so ac- 
curately that another of man’s functions 
has been replaced by a robot. 


The marvel has the awesome title of 
the IBM 701 Electronic Data Processing 
Machine. Somehow it manages to gather 
enormous quantities of atmospheric in- 
formation into its electric brain and ren- 
der 24-to-48-hour forecasts with startling 
accuracy. According to advance reports, 
it can even draw weather maps. 

This new invention still is on an ex- 
perimental basis, but is expected to set- 
tle down to regular work in another year 
or so. Its possibilities are endless, for so 
much in peace and war depends on ac- 
curate advance knowledge of the weather. 
The machine, while invented by humans, 
removes the possibility of human error in 
forecasting. Presumably, though, it is 
subject to short circuits and other me- 
chanical failures that could cause it to 
predict snow in a Georgia August. 

The weather is the most fascinating 
of subjects, but the infallible new fore- 
caster will remove some of its uncer- 
tainty and part of its fascination. It should 
be a boon to weathermen, who must be 
awfully tired of the many bad jokes on 
their unusual profession. Certainly the 
machine will provide them with an iron- 
clad alibi, for when things go wrong, their 
mistakes always can be blamed on the 
maintenence man.

Statistics Don’t Alibi 
Rising Highway Deaths 


A recent engaging book by Darrell 
Huff, “How To Lie With Statistics,” pro- 
claimed “Now you, too, can out-double- 
talk your accountant; confuse your po- 
litical opponent; prove that your product 
has secret built-in goodness!” 

An example of misuse of statistics is 
that used to show that there has been a 
lowering in the highway accident death 
rate. Based on mileage traveled, these 
statistics show, the number of fatalities 
per 100,000,000 car miles driven shows 
the death rate to have dropped from 10.6 
in 1942 to 7.1 in 1953. 

The hitch here is that there are many 
additional millions of car mileage today 
as compared with 1942 and the total 
number killed is greater. In other words, 
we have a lower mileage death rate but 
we definitely are not killing fewer peo- 
ple nor can the carnage on the roads be 
alibied away with statistics. 

Nor can we alibi away our failure to 
do the following to stop the wholesale 
slaughter: 

Set up uniform traffic laws through- 
out the country; better law enforcement, 
strict highway speed control, efficient 
driver licensing procedures, realistic high- 
way supervision and:driver control, re- 
striction of violators, periodic motor 
vehicle inspection, broader programs of 
driver education, safer vehicles and bet- 
ter roads. ,

A German Editor’s Opinion 
On Fall of Mendes-France 


In The Franfurtar (Germany) Allegemeine Zeitung 


The meteor which has lighted up the political horizon of France 
for eight months has died out. Its rise was sparkling and the looks of 
the entire world were directed to the new star that one has surmised 
for weeks would once more disappear. And afterwards, as always with 
events of great importance, even if one has expected them for a long 
while, a period of searching for counsel begins. 


One of the most gifted and im- 
portant politicians of France has 
ceased to function in a responsi- 
ble position. This may, however, 
hold true only for a certain while 
and not for good, Still the feel- 
ing prevails, not only in France, 
but far beyond her limits, that our 
neighbor to the West will have a 
rough time ahead and that it will 
be even more difficult to see the 
way she is going than it was be- 
fore. 


One begins to realize what 
France has lost by offsetting the 
qualities and weaknesses of Mr. 
Mendes-France against each oth- 
er: However what is to follow no- 
body knows, least of all the 
French. 

The opinion of many people both 
inside and outside of France may 
be summed up in the words of 
our Washington correspondent, 
‘‘Mendes France has given a new 
approach to his country's politics.”’ 
Shrewd men, seasoned members 
of parliament and able diplomats 
have been in government before, 
but Mendes-France was the first 
one who did not evade problems, 
who did not delay their handling, 
but who tackled them, well know- 
ing their difficulty. One of these 
problems was EDC, which his pre- 


decessors had delayed for month 
after month. The final fate of it 
was deplored by many friends of 
a united Europe, but at least they 
saw clearly about it now and that 
a new way of handling it could 
be initiated. 

Who will be his successor. is 
only subject to conjecture at this 
time. It may be easier to find a 
new prime minister than it will 
be to find a stable majority for 
government. It has been a very 
difficult endeavor many months in 
the past to assemble a majority 
for the government and nobody is 
sure that it will be easy at this 
time. Many people fear that, with 
the ouster of Mendes-France, a 
new period of insecurity and trou- 
ble will start in France. 

In thé present. state of world 
politics which is full of turmoil 
and where events of prime im- 


portance seem to be in the mak-: 


ing, the rudder of France's ship 
needs a secure hand more than 
ever. The work of ratifying the 
Paris treaties has not been fin- 
ished yet, and it will have to be 
finished now without the energy 
and willingness to take responsi- 
bility which characterized Mr. 
Mendes-France.

Greets Soviet Shift 


WASHINGTON—There are good reasons why 
United States officials are not giving out with free- 


swinging interpretations about what the shake-up | 

in the Kremlin really means. It isn’t that they don’t have opinions. 
They do—and they may be right. But the reasons the President and 
Secretary Dulles and others are being cautious in presenting an almost 
uniform wait-before-speaking attitude are: 


That they do not want to en- 
courage any wishful thinking that 
things are falling apart with the 
Soviet dictatorship; they aren't. 

That behind the visible tensions 
and strains within the shifting 
Politburo there may well be a 
planned, ulterior purpose, omi- 
nous for the West. 

My own judgment — and it is 
no more than that — is that the 
thinking behind this caution can 
be put in these terms: 


1.—The purpose behind the top- 
pling of Malenkov, the elevation 
of Marshal Bulganin to Premier 
and the appointment of Gen. 
Georgi Zhukov as minister of de- 
fense is not what it appears to 
be on the surface. If Malenkov 
were really demoted because of 
‘inexperience in affairs of state,”’ 
he would not have been replaced 
by a political general with even 
less experience in affairs of state. 
And if the real power in the Krem- 
lin, Nikita S. Khrushchev, wanted 
only to turn production from con- 
sumer goods to more heavy in- 
dustry, he didn't have to fire Mal- 
enkov. He had the power to 
change the policy without chang- 
ing the. Premier. 

2.—Conceivably there could be 
no more involved in these shifts 
than an unadulterated, uninhib- 
ited struggle for personal su- 
premacy within the Kremlin hier- 
archy. Then, Nikita Khrushchev is

WASHINGTON—There’s something about old 
soldiers when they surrender to their memories 


of wars long ago and comrades of

3.—What, then, is the worst that 
these events could mean?

Khrushchev, it now seems abun- 
dantly clear, could have deposed 
Malenkov any time during the 
past six months.

but be ready to support the Chi- 
nese Communists?

Litterbug Law 
To Ease Eye 


As one who has a mean pitching arm when it comes to throw- 
ing a piece of trash out of a moving car, I'll be mighty proud 
if the General Assembly passes the famous Litterbug Law this 
week. 


I hate to see the highways ruined by old beer and sardine 
cans. I love cleanliness and the eye-easing beauty of the unsul- 
lied countryside as well as the next one. But I’m only human 
and if the cracker boxes and cheese papers and old banana 
skins are scenting up the interior of the car I will take a sneaky 
look around and pitch ‘em overboard. I’ve done the same with 
funny papers and candy wrappers and milk cartons, too, I might 
as well confess. There’s nothing that makes a more nerve-rack- 
ing noise than a child sticking a chocolate milk carton with a 
hole in it out the window of an onrushing vehicle. 


And any mother who won’t scream, ‘‘Throw that thing out!” 
is a better woman than I am. So far. 


However, if the General Assembly goes ahead with either 
House Bill 419 or Senate Bill 89 this week, there won't be a tidier 


motorist in Georgia than I am. Because, if those laws pass, the 
State Patrol could clap us all in jail. 


There’s already a law on the books which makes it a mis- 
demeanor to litter up the state highways, with a penalty of $1,000 
fine and/or 12 months in jail. But it hasn’t been enforced be- 
cause, I suppose, it didn’t seem cricket to haul us driving pic- 
nickers into court without warning us. 


These two new bills, either of which will serve, provide for 
the placing of warning signs along the rights of way of every 
state highway in Georgia. Little signs, measuring at least 24 
inches square, will be plainly visible to inform even out-of-state 
tourists that it is against the law to throw “trash, garbage or 
other substance’’ on the highway or right of way or any other 
piece of state property. 


There seems to be every assurance that one or the other of 
the measures will pass both Houses because Gov. Griffin and 
18,000 Georgia garden club members are for them. Mrs. Steve 
Tate of Tate, state chairman for roadside development, and 
Mrs. Kitty Poole, state publicity chairman for the clubs, have 
been button-holing members of the General Assembly and lining 
up their support. (Lobbying is an unrefined word for this activ- 
ity,'of course.) They have received the enthusiastic support 
of the majority of the senators and representatives.

A Sound Question: Can Noise 


Of New Superjet Kill a Man? 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Feb. 13 (#. 
The experts don’t agree whether 
the F100 jet fighter, new supersonic 
pride of the Air Force, can kill a 
man with its sound. But they're 
trying to find out just how noisy 
jt is. 

The briefing officer at Nellis Air 
Force Base, Las Vegas, Nev., 
where the planes are flown, said 
the noise of the F100’s jet engine, 
when at full power on the ground, 
is capable of rupturing a man’s 
brain. 


NO SOLUTION 


Top experts at the Air Force 
School of Aviation Medicine at 
Randolph Field near here consider 
this a somewhat exaggerated view. 
The problem of supersonic jet en- 
gine noise is serious but not quite 
that bad, they say. 

It’s also a problem for which no 
satisfactory solution has been 
found. However, it’s no danger to 
the public but chiefly a worry for 
the men who work near the planes, 
said Col. Edgar Olson, chief of 
clinical medicine at the Randolph 
institution. 

“For the citizens, jet engine run- 
up is a nuisance only,”’ he said. 

“Only the people working within 
300 yards of the airplane are en- 
dangered, acoustically speaking."’ 
WARNING 

At all bases where the North 
American F100 Super Sabre Jet is 
operational, ‘‘extreme warning’ 
signs have been posted to keep 
people away from the noise-danger 
areas. 

The F100, powered by a Pratt 
& Whitney J57-7 engine, is the first 
operational fighter to exceed the 
speed of sound—760 miles an hour 
—in level flight. It customarily 
uses an afterburner for extra pow-

er on takeoffs. The afterburner, in 
effect a supplimentary jet engine, 
helps bring the noise level to a 
frightening intensity on the ground 
just before the aircraft starts its 
takeoff run. 

A swing around bases of the Air 
Training Command provides im- 
pressive evidence of Air Force con- 
cern about the jet noise problem. 


180 DECIBELS 


At McConnell Air Force Base, 
Wichita, Kans., the training school 
for B47 crews, Col. William Dev- 
ries, the flight surgeon, says it has 
not yet become possible to measure 
| peak jet noise production with ac- 
curacy. 

Audiomoters measure a whisper 
as 40 sound units or decibels. A 
pneumatic drill puts out about 80 
decibels. And at 90 decibels there 
is danger of loss of hearing. The 
threshold of pain is 140. 

The sound level increases geo- 
metrically rather than arithmet- 
ically. Twenty decibels represent 
not twice as much but 10 times 
as much noise as 10 decibels. One 
hundred decibels is 10 times as 
much as 90 decibels. The ‘‘dis- 
comfort level’’ of 120 decibels’ is 
1,000 times as much as 90 deci- 
bels and the pain level of 140 
decibels is 100,000 times as much. 

“We can’t measure any higher 
than 140,’ says Devries. 

“Even the T33 jet trainer pro- 
duces more than 140 decibels. We 
really don’t know the peak sound 
level of our jet planes.”’ 

The School of Aviation Medicine 
reports, however, that it can mea- 
sure sound to 160 decibels. From 
those measurements, it estimates 


that the F100 at full power pro- 
duces 176 to 180 decibels. 


INJURE BRAIN 


At Nellis AFB where the F100 is 
in operation, the briefing officer 
said it is impossible to stand and 
hold test equipment 75 yards to 
the rear of the plane, because of 
the noise. 

“The F100 puts out 112 decibels 
at a distance of 100 feet and at 
an angle of 20 degrees from the 
rear of the plane,”’ he said. 

‘‘We believe that standing direct- 
ly behind it, but out of the heat 
blast, will produce fatal results by 
rupturing tke brain. This plane 
is approaching a very serious con- 
dition from the ground noise 
aspect.”’ 

Here at the School of Aviation 
Medicine, hearing experts say that 
while some small furry animals 
have been killed by sound, there 
is as yet no record of anyone hav-

DEPARTMENT RULE 


While other surplus goods have 
continued to be available free to 
schools and hospitals, including 
many military items, the depart- 
ment ruled last February under its 
1949 law that surplus equipment 
out of the stock funds should be 
sold for whatever it can bring. 
With the armed forces anxious to 
cut back on their billions of dollars 
worth of obsolete inventory and 
open storage space for newer 
goods, surplus disposal sales have 
been going on all over the country. 

The staff specialist said the sur- 
plus equipment is being sold at 
from 5 to 7 per cent of its listed 
value, not counting the sales cost,
